Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 1/3/2006 have been fully considered but they are not 



persuasive. 



Applicant argues that Pei does not need barrier ribs because Pei's printed material will be 
at the desired location. The argument is unconvincing because it does not address the rejection. 
The use of spacers is notoriously well known in the art of display devices both to provide 
contrast ('933, col. 9, lines 33-36) and/or to provide a desired gap between the phosphor and a 
back substrate ('553, Fig. 3). 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of 

applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., that the ribs 

prevent spread of the EL film) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are 

interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the 

claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993).
